MR. LEWIS JOEL. 


Mr. Lewis Joel, who is now British Consul General and Chargt d’ Aifaires 
ad interim at Valparaiso, is one of the few English Jews who has attained 
great distinction in the Diplomatic Service. The Chilian Tinos of February 
Isth published a portrait of Mr. Joel. We quote the following trom a 
biography given by that journal :— . 


“ Mr. Lewis Joe] was well and favourably known on the West Coast mcre than 
di years ago when he was British Vice-Consul in Bolivia, Since that time, we glean 
from the * Foreign Office List, Mr. Joel has been uninterruptedly employed 10 
active service in Venezuela, the Argentine Republic, Italy, the United States, 
Spain and. Columbia, and lastly Mr. Joel was, on the ist of January, 1%, 
named Consul-General at Valparaiso, he being the iirst cflicer of that rank 
appointed to this post. Mr. Joel was twice acting Charg’ d’Affaires at Caracas, 
where he was also British Commissioner in the Mixed Commission for the 
adjudication of the British claims against the Republic of Venezuela. and he 
has been acting Chargé d Affaires at Santiago since the lamented death of Mr. 
Maude, on the Ist of October last, where he has been usefully employed on 


many matters of interest to the British Community. 


Mr, Joel arrived at Valparaiso to take up the duties of his new appoint 


ment a few days after the civil war had been installed, and during the whoe: 


of that troublous and auxious time Mr. Joel discharged his duties with ability 
and untiring zeal, and his great experience and knowledge of mereantile matters 
and mercantile law were of special service in those trying times. Mr. Joels 
devotion to his duties won for him the golden opinion of the British mercante 
community here, |

I have always been struck, both of old and now, with the kindness and 
atience exhibited by the staff. often overdone with work. and irritated by the 
yshaviour of some of the applicants, My colleagues asa rule have been equally 


thoughtful, though different men naturally have different opinions as to the 


merits of cases, 

I think we have all endeavoured to advise and encourage our poor friends 
and to show them the respect due to misfortune, There are certainly some lazy 
and dissolute persons who come before us,and to whom we are, and intentionally, 
less civil, and here and there cases present themselves which wé think it oar 
duty to refuse. : 


I never heard that our applicants felt aggrieved by standing the few minutes 


during which our interviews jast, in a portion of the room which is railed 
off from the rest the sime as is the custom in binks and offices. It is also quite 
new to me that the fear of infection is the cause of this railing off, for we always 
seek strictly toprevent applicants from infected houses from-coming to seek rehef, 
and thus propagating disease among the others. It is simply a matter of con-

THE CLASHING OF THE MEETINGS. 

Sir,—Everyone who serves several institutions will cordially agree with 
Mr. Emanuel that some efforts should be. made to avoid the clashing of 
meetings. but, curiously, in the instance quoted by Mr. Emanuel, the fault is 
clearly to be laid at the door of the Board of Deputies. I disiinetly remember 
that last summer—I think at the July meeting—a discussion was held at the 
Board as to the day upon which meetings should be held, and it was resolved 
that the monthly meeting should be convened in the third week of each month. 
Now, the meeting of the Board held on the same day at the Aunuil Meeting 
of the Board of Guardians was certainly a depirture from this arrangemeitt, 
Mr. Emanuel, therefore, had no oceasion to travel very far in placing the blame 
for the clashing of these two meetings. The date of meeting of the Board of 
Gruardians (of which body Mr, Emanuel is'a member) was advertised some 
three weeks beforehand, so there was ample time to avoid the clashing. It isa 
serious fault generally that “fixed” meétings are too often convened upon varying 
dates. ‘T'bus the meetings of the Council of the United Synagogue are fixed 
for the first Tuesday in the month, but they are now seldom convened on that 
day. Not one meeting in 1803 has yet been held on the first Tuesday. By-the- 
bye, an important report relatirg to the tenure of the Honorary Offices was 
postponed to the April meeting, but this meeting has not yet beer convened,

MR. LEWIS JOEL. 


Mr. Lewis Joel, who is now British Consul General and Chargé d° Atfuires 
ad interim at Valparaiso, is one of the few English Jews who has attained 
great distinction in the Diplomatic Service. The Chilian Times of February 
Ixth published a portrait of Mr. Jocl. We quote the following trom a 
biograpby given by that journal :— | | 


Mr, Lewis Joel was well and favourably known on the West Coast m: re than 
30 years ago when he was British Vice-Consul in Bolivia. Since that time, we gleau 
from the * Foreign Office List,’ Mr. Joel has been uninterruptedly employed in 
active service in Venezuela, the Argentine Republic, Italy, the. United States, 
Spain and Columbia, and lastly Mr. Joel was, on the Ist of January, 1%, 
named Consul-General at Valparaiso, he being the first cflicer of that rank 
appointed to this post. Mr. Joel was twice acting Chargé d’ Affaires at Caracas, 
where he was also British Commissioner in the Mixed Commissien for the 
adjudication of the British claims against the Republic of Venezuela, and he 
has been acting Chargé d' Affaires at Santiago since the lamented death of Mr. 
Maude, on the Ist of October last, where he has been usefully employed on 
many matters cf interest to the British Community. 
“Mr. Joel arrived at Valparaiso to take up the dutics of his new appoint 
ment a few days after the civil war had been installed, and during the whole 
of that troublous and auxious time Mr, Joel discharged his duties with ability 
and untiring zeal, and his great experience and knowledge of mercantile matters 
and mercantile law were of special service in those trying times. Mr. Joels 
devotion to his duties won for him the golden opinion of the British mercante 
“There is an incident connected with the memorable 28th of August, 181, 
which is worthy of mention. Between three and four o'clock of the afternoo 
a crowd had collected at the foot of Calle Serrana, and a certain person®s® 
whose name we refrain from mentioning, ordered the metrailleuse, which stood 
in front of the Intendencia, to be trailed on Serrano Street and he gave the oreer 
to fire on the harmless crowd assembled at the end of that street.

I think we have all endeavoured to advise and encourage our poor friends 
and to show them the respect due to misfortune, There are certainly some lazy 
and dissolute persons who come before us,and to whom we are, and intentionally, 
less civil, and-here and there cases present tliemselves which wé think it our 
duty to refuse. | | | 

I never heard that our applicants felt aggrieved by standing the few minutes 


during which our interviews last, in a portion of the room which is railed _ 


off from the rest the sime as is the custom.in binks and offices. It 1s also quite 
new to me that the fear of infection is the cause of this railing olf, for we always 
seek strictly to prevent applicants frominiected houses from coming to seek relief, 
and thus. propagating disease among the others, It is simply a matter of con- 
venience and a very necessary one. for the proper transaction of our business, 

It is true that the gentlemen of the rota and the staffare seited, but their 
work lasts through several hours, There are a couple of chairs in the 
room which are often occupied by those whose tases require a long considera- 
tion,and when old and decrepit persons or weakly women come before us. With 
these exceptions the applicants stand when betore the rota, and I think quite 
rightly so, 

The waiting in the hall, since we have taken posacstion of the bisement, and 
conduct the relief simultayeously in two rooms is not very long, uuless persous 
come ata different hour to the ene appointed, and sitting aceommodition for 
over 10) persons (110, 1 thin), is provided for those who are awaiting their turn, 

hope I may not be aecused of wint of mpithy or of even p 
people of whatever condition, especially to the poor and suffering, but Teannot see 
that the treatment of the applicants in Devonshire Square can be much improved, 
For all this Iam by no means one of those who consider the Jewish Board of 
Gruardians @ perfect institution, It wants, as I have pointed out for very 
many years, a larger staff, alarger spice, and amuch larger income. The two 
first requisites Are Ing gradually supphed, though not vet: nough ane 
ideas, the last—mon-y, we get Liberally froma few, but grudgingly, and quite 
insufficiently from the generality. 


On the adequacy of financial support depends the suecess of the institu- 


tution, the comtorting of the sick and the aged, and the raising to an bonour- 
able independence the great miss of the Jewish poor 
Yours obedient!

THE CLASHING OF THE MEETINGS, 


Sir,—Everyone who serves several institutions will cordially agree with 


Mr. Emanuel that some eiforts should be made to avoid the clashing of 
meetings. But, curiously, in the instance quoted by Mr. Emanuel, the fault is 
clearly to be laid at the door of the Board of Deputies. I disiinctly remember 
that last summer—I think at the July meeting—a discussion was held at the 
Board as to the day upon which meetings should be held, and it was resolved 


that the monthly meeting should be conyened in the third week of each month. 
Now, the meeting of the Board held on the same day at the Aunual Meeting 
of the Board of Guardians was certainly a departure from this arrangement. 
Mr. Emanuel, therefore, had no oceasion to travel very far in placing the blame

for the clashing of these two meetings. The date of meeting of the Board of 
Guardians (of which body Mr, Emanuel is a member) was advertised some 


three weeks beforehand, so there was ample time to avoid the clashing. Itisa 


serious fault generally that“ tixed”’ meetings are too often convened upon varying 


dates. Thus the meetings of the Council of the United Synagogue are fixed 

for the first Tuesday in the month, but they are now seldom convened on that 

day. Not one meeting in 1803 has vet been held on the first Tuesday. By-the- 

bye, an important report relating to the tenure of the Honorary Offices was 

postponed to the April Ineeting, but this meeting has not 5 et ber n convened,

A TRAY ELLERS COMMENT UPON A LAY SERMON. 
Sik,—The last mail from England brought your issue of February 10th, 
cor eae, a verbatim report of Sir Julian Goldsmid’s “ Lay Sermon,” in which 
ms vocated serious reforms, that would not only go a very long way towards 
reducing avy serious difference between a Jewish and non-Jewish house of wor-

ship ; but, and as Sir Julian was careful to explain, that other reforms were to 
foliow these, it is difficult to see where they would stop, 

I should not have troubled you with ne Sei not Sir Julian, jn 
proposing two of his reforms, customs, and as 
a consequence should be discarded by ng vty your permission, Sir, 
I will deal with Sir Julian s remarks somew at in detai + 

N5 one will deny that his desire for “ reform ”’ is to endeavour to make Jews 
more devout in the synagogue, but a little thought expended on the subject, will 
show that. if carried into effect, the results would be disastrous in the extreme, 
In the first place, if once a start Is made in the direction of reading the services 
in English, gradually the study of Hebrew in our schools would ba dropped, 
until at Jleogth its study would die out amongst English Jews | 
almost altogether; but there is a far more important point even 
than this to be considered. I have been travelling in the East and 
far East for now nearly seven years, and I have always known that 
inapy town in which [ was staying, and in which there happened to be a 
synagogue, I could take my prayer-book and be sure of hearing read and 
heing able to follow the same service that I had heard read and followed jn 
English synagogues ; and that has always app2ared to moa link of brotherhood 
between Jew and Jew in whatever part of the world they might meet, Bat 
assuming that Sir Julian’s proposed reforms become accomplished facts, the 
English Jew when beyond the country of his birth will not go to asynagoguo 
because he will not be able to follow the service, and then gradually those whom 
he condemns as “ conversionists who think they are serving the Lord” by com- 
bining “to subscribe large sums of money for the conversion of the Jews’’ 
would find their efforts less “luxurious and expensive” than they do at the 

Jews are an essentially passionate and emotional race, and man of this 
type cannot exist without religion, and if when abroad they find that the 
religious service is conducted in a tongue they cannot understand, they wil 
assuredly turn to a religion which they will recognise as the same (evé€n in its 
minor details) all the world over. I have seen in a Far-Eastera Synagogue a 


congregation composed of Jews from Bagdad (whose recognised mother tongue 


was Arabic) and their descendants to the second and third generations who 
speak only English, Hindustanee, or Chinese, according to the country in which 
they received their education, and in the same building and forming part of 
the same body of worshippers, English, French and German Jews, and one 
who came from Greece and yet another who passed as a Chinaman, butall were 
Jews,and all followed the same service in the same language. What would 


-have happened had each prayed in his mother tongue? I venture to say they 


would not have secured a Vinyan representing any one dialect. It may be said 
that all Eastern Jews understand Hebrew better than their English b-others. 
From my ots2rvation, this is not the fact, nor are they more, if as, devout as 
English Jews. 

Next, Sir Julian says ** The separation of the sexes is, I assert, not a Jewish | 
but a Moslem idea.’ Surely, this is wrong. There undoubtedly is a great deal 
in the Moslem faith and observances cepicd from the Jews, but I deny thatany- 
thing was ever copied by the Jew from the Mostem.: I think it will be found 
that in Jewish houses ot worship the sexes were always separated,and Mahomet 
(who by the bye was no fool) copied the idea and carried it a great deal further 
(because Mahommedan women are not allowed in the Mosques at all, when the 
men are at their devotions), and [ really cannot see that it entails any great 
hardship on anyone, and it sepirates the father from his daughter, and the 
mother from her son in no greater—not even as great a—degree, than brother 
and sister are separated in, to borrow Sir Julian’s words, “Our schools for our 
poorer brethren,” which “are a credit to the community,” 

English Jewesses when they enter the synagogue are every bit as devout as 
their husbands and brothers ; but neither husbands and brothers nor sisters and 
wives will be quite as devout in the house of worship as they are at the present 
time if they all sit tog-ther. Sir Julian may not see it, but Mahomet did, which 
proves that the latter was a wise min in //s generation, and human nature does 
not change. It may be asked, are not Christians devout when in their churches ” 
Certainly they are, but I have lived in “ chummeries ” with Christian gentlemen 
for whom I[ entertain very great respect, but [am bound to admit that whilst 
I have never heard Jews discuss the bearing and demeanour of the lady members 
of a congregation, I have frequently heard Christians do so, after the service, 
which proves that their eyes were not as attentive to their books as they might 
have been, | | | 

As to the wearing of a hat in the synagogue, Sir Julian agiin puts it down 
to Eastern custom. He is quite right ; but he is wrong when he says that “ the 
fiery heat of the sun compels everyone to wear some thick head covering.” It 
may be news to miny of your readers, that in many parts of the hottest portions 
of the Hast the native does not wear much head covering, and in Bengal where 
the heat is at times almost unbearable, the Bengalee proper has no head cover- 
ing at all, beyond sometimes an umbrella, The thickest head-coverings are worn 
in the co/dest parts of India, and for the purpose of keeping the head warm. 
Another purpose for which large head-coverings (puggrees) are worn, is to show 
respect, Sir Julian says this observance has been transported to the West. Had - 
he said that when when our ancestors left the East they took it with them, it 
would have been more correct. He remarked that we wear a hat in our 
synagogues “just as a good Mahommedan holds it as an article of faith that he 
should remove his shoes before he enters the Mosque.” This again is not so 
much an article of faith as it is for the purpose of showing respect. And it is 
not only in the mosque. No Mahommedan, or Hindoo either, ever thinks of 
entering the presence of anyone unless he first removes his shoes, unless he 
considers himself on terms of equality with the person with whom he is about 
to seek an audience. Sir Julian advised his hearers to “ cling” to their religion; 
why should we not also cling to ancient observances that have always been con- 
sidered as parts of that religion ? Surely there can be no great harm in wearing 
the hat in our synagogues, and if it could be shown that we should be more 
devout, more sincere in our prayers if the head were uncovered, it might have 
some force, but at present it does no harm, and I for one consider that it is only 
right that we should adopt a different mode of showing our respect to the 
Almighty than we show * His image, in the shape of every neighbour, be he 
man or woman,” 

Sir Julian thinks the Shefar a small matter, Idon’t. When I first went 
abroad and entered a synagogue where the Jews were of a different colour and 
conversed in a foreign tongue, it was difficult to believe that these men pro- 
fessed the same faith as my coreligionists in the'old country, but when I heard 
them pray in the same words as | had been taught to pray, when on New 
Year they sounded the Shofar, I recognised once and for ali that [ was amongst 
men of my own creed. But how would it end were the proposed “trumpet 
blast" substituted? ‘hey would not sound a trumpetin India, they would beat 
a tom-tom, ora gong, and in the Far Kast might thrum upon asort ot illicit banjo. 

Now, Mr. Editor, reforms in the Jewish order of servicc, such as suggested 
must not be considered with regard to English Jews only, but as affecting Jews 
throughout the world, and if the Jews of one country reform in one way, We 
— other countries to reform in another, untila Jew from onecount y, 
would not recognise the service beyond the limits of his own land, and thus tue 
most wonderful religion the world has ever known, areligion which has survived 
the tyrannous persecution of centuries, to teach the civilised world humanity 
and justice, would be broken up into sects, each with its different and new 
observances, until the discovery of the faith of our forefathers would defy the 
researches of the most ardent seeker after the old landmarks of Judaism.

ADOLPHE FRANCK. 


One of the most conspicuous figures in the Jewish community of Paris has 
passed away in the person of the veteran philosopher and author, Adolphe 
Franck. His death occurred on Tuesday evening at his residence in the Rue 


Ballu. M. Franck had been vouchsafed a patriarchal age. Only Jast week M._ 


Jules Simon in one of his amiable articles in the Temps pointed to Adolphe 
Franck, hale and active in his eighty-fourth year, as an illustration of his con- 
tention that intellectual work is the secret of long life. 

On the Yth October, 1809, Adolphe Franck was born at Liocourt, in the 
Meurthe, his father being a highly respected Jewish merchant. Le studied at 
Nancy and Toulouse, and in 1852 came out first in an examination for a Philo- 
sophy fellowship. Devoting himself to teaching he became Professor of Moral 
Philosophy successively at the Colleges of Douai, Nan y and Versailles and in 1840 
was summoned inthe same capacity to the College Charlemagne, in Paris. Later in 
the same year he was enabled to lecture at the Sorbonne. In 1843 an affection 
of the throat compelled him to relinquish lecturing for a time, and. he spent 
some years in travel and authorship. While in Italy, in Jannary 1844, be learnt 
that he had been elected a member of the Academy of Moral and Political 
Sciences in place of Edwards. Returning to the Sorbonne in 1847, he delivered a 
course of lectures on social philosophy which attracted much attention, and after- 
wards, from 1849 to 1852, actel as substitute for M. Barthelemy Saint-Hilaire 
in the chair of Greek and Latin Philosophy at the Colleze de France. Some 
years earlier, in 1842, he had been appointed Assistant Keeper of the bibliothe jue 
Imperiale in succession to Walkenaer. Towards the end of 1854 ha wis charged 
with the Lectureship of Natural Law ani the Law of Nations at the Co'l>re do 
France, and in 1855, he received the titular professorship. This chair he heli 
for more thin thirty years when he retired with the title of [Honorary Professor. 

Eloquent, Jearned and attractive as a teacher, M. Franck was not less pr 
ductive and erudite as an author, As early as 1838 he published * A Sketch of the 
History of Logic.” In 1843 appeared his well known work on * The Cabbala, 
or the Religious Philosophy of the Hebrews,” the ticst attempt to give a scien 
tific account of Jewish metiphysics. This book remained for miny years the 
classical authority on the Cabbala, butits value gradually Ciminished asthe Geriiin 
Orientalists took the subject in band. In spite of this competition, a second and 
revised edition was published in 188). Among M. Frarne<’s other works are 
‘Communism Judged by History (1849) Reformers and Publicists of 
Europe”; Middle Age and Renaissance” (1805): The Philosophy of the 
Penal Law” (1854) The Philosophy of Ecclesiastical: Law 
“Mystic Pinlosophy in’ France at the end of the Eighteenth Century” 


(1806) Philosophy and Religion” (1857): and oa darge number of minor 


works. The most important literary work that beard his name is the © Eney- 
clopwdia of Plilosophie which he edited and largely wrote. and which 
wis published between and [85210 six bulky volumea A second edition 
of this valuable work was issued ta Dsvo-) A darge number of Jewish articles ia 
this encyclopedia were contributed by M. Franck himself. Besides writing 
books and pamphlets he was ai regular conteibator to tha 
des Débats, and proprietor and editor of La Par Socal 
which he founded as the organ of the National Anti-Atheistic League, of which 
he was President. M. Franck was likewise President of the French Peace 
Societv, and was actively concerned in a large number of other societies 
established for the promotion of the moral, religious, and political progress 
of the French people. He was a member of the Superior Council of 


Public Instruction and a Commander of the Legion of Honour. In the Institute 


no one was more popular than he, and among his greatest admirers was the lite 
Emperor of Brazil, whose seat inthe Academy of Moral Sciences was next to his 
own. During the Empire M. Franck was a frequent visitor at Compicgne and 
was a great favourite with the Empress Eugenie, who is said to have believel 
that the whole world did not possess lis equal. She used her best endeavours 
to get him made a Senator, but the fall of the Empire defeated this project, 

M. Franck took an active interest in Jewish affairs, and served for some 
years as Vice-President of the Jewish Consistory. In 1882 he contributed to the 
Annales de Philosophie Chretveenne a vigorous defence of his corelizionists 
against the German anti-Semites, in the course of which he professed Limself an 
orthodox and fervent Jew. This article, although short, is cne of the riost 
dignified protests which the anti-Semites have exhorted from their victims. 

In yesterday's Zemps M. Jules Simon, the veteran statesinan and scholar, 
thus sums up the life-work of M. Franck : * He preached a holy morality and 
the belief in duty and the spirituality and immorality of the soul. He taught 
the love of humanity, of the fatherland and of God. If [ had to speak:at his 
tomb I should say but these two words: Other have made more noise, but no 
one has done more good.” 


MRS. ALFRED HENRIQUES. 


We regret to record the death of Mrs. Alfred G. Henriyues, who passed 
away after a very long and painful illness at her residence, {, Adelaide Crescent, 
Brighton, on the Sth instant, in the prime of her life. She was the daughter of 
the late Mr. Philip Lucas, her mother being the daughter of Mr. Gompertz, and 
niece of the late Sir Moses Montefiore. For many years during her delicate health, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henriques have resided away from London during the greater purt 
of the year, Mr. Henriques, although withdrawn by that circumstance from 
the more active service of the community in’ Lendon, las always evinced the 
liveliest interest in its public affaira, One of the Vice-Presidents and founders of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, be has, whenever possible, taken a share in its public 
duties. At Brighton he bas served for years cn the School Board and the County 
Council, and isa Justice of the Peace for the County of Sussex. Mr. and Mrs. 
Henriques were married about 25 years ago. Their only son, Mr. Philip Hen- 
riques, married a daughter of Alderaan Faudel Phillips, and their only daughter 
was married a few weeks ago to Mr. Arthur Lucis. The surviving siste:s of the 
deceased lady are Mrs. Louis Davidson, Mrs. D. (. Henriques, and Mrs, Behrens, 
of Manchester.

OMER RESTRICTIONS. 


The latitule ellowed by the traditional law with regard to Omer 
restrictions will,no doubt, be fully enjoyet on Rosh Iodesh and 39. 
To some, the indulgence gives opportunity for the perennially interesting 
pursuit of matrimony, and to others it affords. the milder dissipation of 
having the hair cut. The motive for the Omer restrictions being notably 
soniewhat composite, we find them assuming such diverse forms ay the 
prohibition of marriage, of eatting the hair, anil of travelling on the 
water. The prohibition of marriage, the relationship of which to ordinary 
superstitions against May Marriages was suggested in these columns by the |:te 
Dr. Asher, has, of all the restrictions, probably the most intimate connection 
with the remembrance eof the old “ blood” persecutions. The necessity for 
self-abnegation and for more than ordinary unobtrusiveness on the part of Jews 
living under the dread of popular outbreak would no doubt react most effectually 
ujon marriage cerem)nies, These, more than anvthing else, would be likely to 
attract attention, and any loss of reserve under the influence of marriage festivity 
mizht convert the joy of an individual family into calamity to a whole com 
munity. “Not so however the other restrictions alluded to. While the abstinence 


from marriage feasts and processions obviated notice, a reneral lengthening of 


leur and beard, and a communal dis pualification from rong on the water, would 
he more likely than not to attract attentton,and fur these Injunctions some other 
amd older reason must be sought. It has been established that the period of 
early spring las, throughout the world, in all places and at all times been looked 
up mas a period of especial avxiety. The May Day Festivities, for example, 
are but relics of popular expressions of relief amongst agricultural peoples when 
the period of * caution” has come to an end, when the evil influences which have 
been dominant during the winter have been succcssfuily thwarted; and when the 
various prohibitions (call them“ restrictions ” or “ taboos’) are at length relaxed. It 
ecems to have been quite a universally adopted superstition that during all periods 
of danger the cutting of the hair should be strictly avoided. If evil intluences are 
about, and one’s person is not altogether safe, it follows, of course logically, that 
it is unsafe to lerve exposed to mischievous influence any portion of One's person 
which is really separable such, for instance, as the bair and the nails. The hair 
and nails have therefore especially ever been subject to all the varieles of taboo. 

Traces of this occur in the Bible where a Nazir or ‘consecrated ” person Was, 
amone other things, to be careful not to cut lis hair. Even in the case of 


Samson, it is not quite clear whether the statement that his strength lay in his hair 


meant that he derived strength from keeping it on his head or obviated danger by 
not permitting it to fall into the hands of those who would work him evil. Prof. 
Robertson Smith in his * Religion of theSemites,” suggests that Absalom’s length 
of hair points to his adoption of a well-known taboo affecting the hair of kings 
and princes. If this was not current in Israel, it was contemporary with Absalom 
among peoples from whom just he was likely to copy it. 

precaution in the case of Royalty, and took the place of pilot engines and such 
like in Eneland to-day. It is casy then to understand why during any anxtous 
period one of the simplest of all preeautions was thought to be to keep 
one’s hair on. In case of a death, it is so obvious that the near relatives 
of the person who has died are exposed to the dangers which have proved 
too much for their relative, that ¢4ey must be more than ordinarily careful 
to leave nothing about upon which evil influences might seize. We tind, there- 


fore that letting the hair and nails grow is another custom which has Leen’ 


It 1s 
retained in Jewish habit to-day,in the rules for mourners, ard in the period 
anterior to the summer festival, in the celebration of the Omer, which takes its 
tone from a cowbinition of the mourning and the old agricultural connection.

When 
terra firiea was not quite safe, the risky unstable element of water came easily 
Within the range of taboo. The current interpetration of these three. Omer 
restrictions Is that they, were originally established to check, during the Omer, 
the experience of enjoyment, This interpretation muy apply to the case ef 
marriage. With regard to the other two restrictions, however, it is by no 
means everyone who “ enjoys” being rocked in the cradle of the deep, while the 
pleasures of hair-cutting are still to be discovered.

ARCHDEACON FarRRaAR ON THE Strepy or tHe Binte.—On_ Sunday 
evening Archdeacon Farrar preached at Westminster Abbey from Hab, ui. 4-- 
“ But the just shall live by His faith.’ Dwelling on the importance of under- 
standing the Bible intelligently, the eminent divine asserted that Scripture 
was often misinterpreted through being read in a scrappy and fragmentary 
fashion. The Bible should not be treated as though it were a mosaic, from 
which we might pick out this or that coloured fragment, and then replace them 
with designs of our own fancy. If we would have what Habakkuk meant, we 
must see the bearing of his entire prophecy. Most prophets waive the triple 
strand of menace, exhortation, promise. Not so this prophet. He lived in the 
dark and troublous times when the Babylonian captivity was imminent, and he 
could not taunt Babylon as Isaiah had taunted Nineveh, nor had he any promise 
of deliverance to hold forth. Judah had been renovated by the reformation of 
Hezekiah and Josiah; yet the apparent prospect was the ruin of righteous 
Judah, the triumph of guilty Babylon. The problem had often presented itself 


to men’s lives in individual instances, but here it had to be confronted in the 


ease of a whole God-fearing nation. Misery. captivity, ruin was at hand. Con- 
ceive, he said, what we should feel were such a fate imminent for England. 
And yet, perhaps, there was m>re drink, lust, Mammon worship, unbelief, and 
fraud in England now than there had been in Judah in the days of the Prophet.

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“LA JUIVE.” 


Last Tuesday evening was the most important of Sir Augustus Harris's 
resent season of Opera, for it was the occasion when the eagerly awaited 
revival of Halevy's’ masterpiece, “ La Juive,” took place. This tine work 
was first produced in Paris so long ago as 1855, and was several times perf: rmed 
in London between 1845 and 1855, 0n one oceasion with the memorable galaxy 
of artists to which several elderly members of Tuesday’s dudience referred when 
they expatiated to their neighbours on the interpretations of Viardot-Garcia, 
Mario, Tamberlik and Formes. Although well-known and popular on the Con- 
tinent, the opera has been since only heard in this country when the Carl Rosa 
Company revived it in 1833 at Belfast. The London was a triumph for 
Signor Giannini, who bore the part of the Jewish father, the goldsmith Eleizar, 
with great nobility and tenderness, Was it shakespeare’s Shylock and Jessica 
that made ita literary and dramatic convention that the hervic Jew should be 
presented as a pious father, racked by his lova for a too-fascinating daughter ? 
Scribe’s Eleazarand Rachel in the Opera at more than one point carry one’s 
thought chiefly to Lessing’s Nathan and Recha, but also to Scott’s Isaac and

Tie Worksnors Act, 1801—A meeting of East End tailors was held 
on Saturday night at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, Great Ale Street, for 
the purpose ot hearing an address delivered by Mr. J. B. Lakeman, Her 
Mujestys Superintending Inspector of Workshops, explaining the chief 
features of the Workshops Act, 18.1, as applied to East End workpeople. 
The meeting was called for quarter pist eight, but long before that time the 
room was crowded to suifocation, and the proceedings of the evening were 
continuously interrupted bya disorderly audience, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., 
who presided, said that as the majority of working people in Whitechapel were 
foreigners, he was endeavouring to find out the feeling of his const’tuency with 
regard to immigration. He would, therefore, be glad. if the electors would send 
back their replies, as he could then prepare a statement to lay before the 
Government upon the matter. The prejudice that existed against alien work- 
peor was chiefly owing to the competition existing between the two classes ; 
mut the Jewish people, following the custom aud laws of the land, loyally 
co-operate with English workmen in upholding trade union rates of wages, and 


become loyal and obedient subjects to this great country, and this prejudice © 


would rapidly diminish, (Cheers.)—Mr. Lakeman said that a great deal bad 
been written, acd more hud been said, about the condition of the workers in 
the East of London. Although these conditions were still a long way from 
perfection there was an appreciable linprovement since the Actor LX7O. That 
Act hid done something towards this improvement, and the Act of TS!1 would 
do still more. He was there that night for the purpose of explaining some of 
the provisions of that Act relating to themselves, and he must ask them to 
remember that what he said applied only to workshops, and not to: factories. 
One of the most important changes in the Act was the placing of the sanitary 
conditions of the workshops under local control. Mr. Lakeman then referred 
to the working hours of women, to the domestic workshop:, and to the employ- 
ment of under-aged children, and asked for the co-operation of all men and 
women, with himself, to entorce the new regulations, so that they might be able 
to secure healthy workshops, regular hours, and more contentment amongst the 
workers. (Cheers.)—Mr. Pickersgill, M.P., took the chair at a later period, and 
addressed the meeting.

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The monthly. meeting of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday at 
the offices, 13, Devonshire Square. There were present: Mr. B, L.Conen, MP, 
President, in the Chair, Messrs. H. A. Abrabams, L. UL. Alexander, J. 8. Ballin, 
D. Benjamin I. M. Boekbinder, Leonard L, Cohen, Lewis Emanuel, Arthur E, 
Franklin, Lawrence <A, Isaacs, N. 8. Joseph, H. Landau, F, D. Mocatta, J. A. 
Rozelaar, I. Seligman. | 

The PrestpENT welcomed Mr. N.S. Joseph, who has been newly elected, 
and expressed the hope that the Board would derive much benefit from Mr, 
Joseph's experience of charity administration. | 

On the suggestion of Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER. a telegram of congratulation 
was ordered to be sent to Mr. Stuart M. Samuel,a member of the Board, on his 
marriage. 

The PRESIDENT called attention to the constitution of the Board with the 
view to an increase in the number of its members. The Board as at present 
constituted consists of 3 members of whom 21 are elected by the United 
Synagogue, including the two Overseers of the poor; lb are elected at the 
Annual General Meeting of Contributors; 1 is elected by the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews; 1 is elected by the Federation of Synagogues, 
Mr. Cohen said that he had conferred with some of his colleagues among the 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, who agreed with him thatit the 
Board should increase its numbers it would not be necessary to augment the 
number of representatives from the United Synagogue. There could scarcely 
be any doubt as to the propriety of enlarging the Board, for the hours of work 
at the offices cruelly long, inhuman for those members who cheerfully under- 
took their share of the work, and still more inhuman for the staff. An increase 
of numbers might possibly also widen the interest in the operations ot the 
Board, for it was as much the duty of the members to assist in raising as in 
spending the funds. He was of opinion that the number should be raised to 
50, and that the Board had power to elect the 11 additional members without 
going to the contributories, thus following the course taken in IX/4, the last 
occasion when there had been an increase to the Board. After hearing the 
views of his colleagues, he would be prepared to move that a sub-Committee 
should be appointed with the object of selecting eleven eligible gentlemen, Who 
would be able and willing to serve as members of the Board. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra cordially agreed with the proposal of the President, 
which was necessitated by the great increase in the business of the Board. 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL, while agreeing with the main proposal, doubted 


whether the Board could alter the constitution without consulting the United 


Synagogue as the rep-esentative of the synayogues which had joined in creatin, 
the Board. | 

Mr. A. FRANKLIN suggested that the representatives from all the consti- 
tuencies should be increased proportionately. At present the United Syni- 
gogue had a preponderating number of members, and should not be placedin ; 
minority without its sanction. : 

Mr. LioxnenL L. ALAXANDER suid there could be no doubt asto the power 
to raise the number of elected members, but the Board itself had no power to 
coopt. He was opposed to any inerease, The proper remecy was to replace 
those who would not work by those who would. He held that it. would be 
unfair to the public, within a month after they bad been called upon to eleet 16 
members, for the Board to add 11 members of itsown aceord,. While admitting 
that there was no legal obligation to do so, he thought the United Synagogue 
should be consulted, 

The discussion was continued by Messrs. D. Benjamin, J. &. Ballin, H, 
Landau, H. A. Abrahams, I. M. Boekbinder (who stated that although a 
member for three or four years he had never been summoned on the rota) and 
A. Isaaes. 

Mr. LEwis EMANUEL having pointed out that notice of motion was required 
for an alteration of the laws, . 

The PRESIDENT announced that he would place a formal notice on the 
paper for the next meeting. ; 

A letter was read from the Lord Mayor, suggesting the co-operation of all 
religious and charitable organisations for the relief of poverty 1a the Metro- 
pols. The President had replied that he felt sure the Board would be willing 
to give its co-operation in this direction. 

A letter was read from Mr. L. L. Alexander in rep!y to the resolution 
adopted at the Annual Meeting asking him to withdraw his resignation as 
Honorary Secretary. Mr. Alexander wrote that his determination would 
remain unmodified so long as the Board recogaiscd a policy to which he was 
entirely opposed, 

The Board was informed that the Russo-Jewish Committee hid appointed 
Dr, Alfred Wolff a member of the Conjoint Committee. | 

The Board sanctioned the investment o* the followirg legacies: tho Inte

On Sunday last, the Annual General Meeting of the Governors and Sub- 
scribers was held at the Great Synagogue Chambers, St, James's Place, Aldgate.

It was a great misfortune that those gentlemen who had done so 
much towards bringing the Lustitution to maturity had not been seconded by 
the richer mem ders of the community, and. more especially, the ministers of 
religion.

GREECE.—The Association has received from Greece particulars of recent 
incidents in various parts of that country, which tend to show that anti-

The translator is Herr 
Ignaz Kaufmann of Kojetein: he is the brother of Professor David Kaufmann 
of Buda Pesth and has before now shown himself possessed of an excellent 
knowledge of English. His version of Mr. Joseph's sermon on“ Judaism and 
Christianity’ appears in the ‘“ Oesterreichische Wochenschrift’’ (Vienna, 
March 24th, 1893). Speaking of the selection in Mr. Joseph’s volume as a 
whole, I feel inclined to betray a secret. It was at once very difficult and 
very easy to make the selection. On the one hand it was difficult, because for 
every sermon included, three or four equally good had to be «cluded. On the 
other hand, all were so good that one felt that whatever sermons it was decided 
to include, a good selection was inevitable.

Solomon Buber, who must be sighing for new worlds to conquer in the 
realms of Midrashic literature, has just published at Krakaua new edition of 
the Midrash to Samuel: (Krakau, Josef Fischer, Grodgasse 62, 1893). This 
Midrash was first printed in Constantinople in 1522 and in Venice, 1540. Herr 
Buber has used for his present edition a Parma MS, (cod. 56.3) which, however, 
is an incomplete and inaccurate codex. Nevertheless, even a bad MS, has its uses. 
This Midrash has been known by various names “ Agadath Shemuel,’ “ Agadta 
d’Shemuel,”’ while Rashi in bis “ Sepher hhapardes describes it under the title 
MY, which are the words with which Midrash to Samuel opens. The-e 
words occur in Psalatexix., which in the Jerusalem Talmud (end of Berachoth), 
are applied to E!kanah. 


Herr Buber has been able to add but little to the views of Zunz and 
Weiss as to the date and authorship of this Midrash. He accepts the opinion of 
Zunz that the Midrash Shemuel dates from the eleventh century, and he adopts 
Weiss’ view—obviously the right one—that the author of the compilation lived 
in Palestine. But Buber’s introduction contains much of value. He gives a 
long list of the authorities on which the compiler drew (Latr. § 11.) the sources

But I think it a pity that Baber should retain the very inconvenient 
pagination that he has made fashionable witn the modern editors of Midrashim 
and other Hebrew works. Haif the pages are numbered in Hebrew letters, half 
in ordinary numerals. Thus, the text of the Midrash begins at page 32 and 
the next side is page 42! It is extremely awkward to quote from a book so 
paginated, and for the life of me I cannot see the slightest advantage to com- 
pensate for the inconvenience. As to Buber’s notes, they are full, ang often 
brilliant and always useful. They show the usual profusion of Greek, some-. 
times incorrectly printed. IA,

BIRMINGHAM, 


On the ‘th day of Passover the Rev. G, J. Emanuel gave a special sermon to 
children, Taking Deut. 26, 1—11 as his text, hesaid: That day was a most fitting 
one to speak to them, for of all our festivals Passover was especially a children’s 
festival, Again, and again, and egain in the Law does our God impress upon 
us the duty of teaching our children the history ef the festival. Whatever be 
the nature or ability of clildren, the instruction may be suited to their capacity 
or to their disposition. Some of them might think that religion was suited only 
for old people, that it was too deep and serious for boys and girls, Some of 
them might think that it was right for those soon to leave this world and to 
stand before God, it was right that they should pray and perform religious 
observances, but that the young, from whom death was far distant, who had 
years and years to live in this world, that they had no need, for the present, of 
prayers or religious services, Ah! It was not the old only who died. The 
young died too. Look at the burying ground, They would find little graves as 
well as large graves there. Besides!) When would they begin to be religious 
if not then? Let them not wait till they were grown youths and maidens, until 
they were young men and women, unti] they were husbands and wives, until 
they were fathersand mothers, Still they would put it off again and again; at 
such epoch in their lives they would think there was plenty oi time, and as they 
grew older and older they would find it more and more difficult to become 
religious, and they would feel less and less inclination to be religious, , In the 
text which he had read they were told that the Israelitish farmer in the land 
of’Palestine was to bring his first ripe fruits as an olfering to God, and so he 
wovld have them do, Let them not wait until they had gathered in their 
harvest, but give the first fruits to God. Let them not wait until they were 
old, but give of their young life to’ God, of their fresh love, of their early 
reverence, of their vigcrous service, | 

~ On the last day of Passover the Rev. G. J. Emanuel took Ezek. 37, 1—14 
as his text. He said we stood in need of some such encouragement as that given 

yy Ezekicl What struck most painfully every lover of his race, was the 
isolation of the various sections of Israel. In this country there were, 
probably, not more than a hundred thousand Israelites, and yet they were 
diviced into sections (1) Spanish and Portuguese, (2) German and Polish, And 
then there were the divisions (1) Orthodox (2) Reform. Social intimacies and 
marriage unions, however, have defied those barriers and over-leaped them, But 
still Israelites stand apart in three independent, if not rival and hostile camps, 
Sephardic, Britisb, and so-called Orthodox, What was there to connect directly 
the congregations of the latter and largest division? Absolutely nothing, 
Think ! here in this Jewish congregation of ours in Birmingham. Within three 
hours’ distance are the Jewish congregations of Liverpool and Manchester and 
yet these congregations have never met, never come together by means of 
representatives to confer on important and Jewish communal matters. Every 
other religious denomination forms one united body. They have yearly con- 
ferences, they consult on common experience, and combine for commen purposery 
Jewish congregations alone stand apart, exch by itself, and for itself. Iltreat- 
ment from without is, however, bringing, or rather driving us tegether. But 
let us not wait tor the puntul process ot persecution to complete the work of 
fusing us into a nation, but strive for union (1) Union in each community ¢2) 
Union between the communities in each country, Union that shall cement 
together Portuguese and Polish, Orthodox and Reform. And(3) Union of the 


Jewish bodies in different ceuntries, so that for special communal purposes we 


could, all over the world, act together as one man, Thus may the dispersed 
members of the Jewish people be joined togetuer and become one whole 
complete body living and vigorous, 

A meeting of the members of the Congregation was held on Sunday after- 
n00n last in the School Room to consider methods to improve the Choral 
portion of Divine Service, Mr. B. H. Joseph, Chairman of the Choir Committee, 
occupied the chair. The Chairman said he considered the object of the 
meeting Was one of the most important maiters in connection with the service 
in oursynagogue. What they suggested to do was to form a choral union in 
connection with the congregation which both old and young could join, 
Classes would be formed in connection with the union, and by this means 
congregational singing would be brought about, and, no doubt, after a time, the 
whole congregation would form one great choir, They were not {n a position 
to pay a large choir, or to engage professional service, and they, therefore, had 
to rely upon the congregation itself. He considered that this would be the 
means Of largely increasing the attendance at school on Sibbith. The Rev, 
G,. J. Emanuel said that synagogues had changed iv the last 49 or 5) years, and 
in. many respects beneficially, but in one respect the change had been a 
mischievious one. In olden times the congregants prayed earnestly and from 
their very hearts, but, unfortunately, modern synagogues showed very little of 
that. This, in his opinion, was the result of what should have been animprove- 
ment, namely the introduction of choirs, In old prayer books, the services 
were divided between the reader and the congregation, but the introduction of 
the choir into the service made a new elemert, and thereby the congregation 
had to take a less active part in the service, which was found to be a great 
disadvantage. By the method which was now proposed, all the congregation 
would join in the singing of the various hymns and psalms. and the effect of a 
great congregation singing together would be such as they all desired, a feeling of 
piety and fervent worshipping. Mr. D.Hollander moved that a Sacred Choral 
Union be formed in connection with the congregation, and the ladies and 
gentlemen present be asked to enroll themselves as members, Mr. S. Isaacs 
seconded, and the motion was supported by Messrs. M. L. Dight,S. B. Simmons, 
A. Cotton, 8, E. Marks, J. Jacobs, and A. Bremer and unanimously carried, 
Mr. M. Berlyn proposed, and it was unanimously resolved that the following 
be appointed to form a Committee to arrarge the preliminaries of the Choral 
Union.: The. Rev, G. J. Emanuel, Mes-rs. B. H. Joseph, D. Hollander, A, 
Bremer, H. Davis, J. Silverston, B. Goodman, L. Spiers, 8. M. Levy, A. Cotton, 
B. Silverston, I. Jones, P. Warschauer, S. E: Marks, 8. B. Simmons and L, 
Dight.
